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PREFACE 


HE last cumulative index of THE AMERICAN REVIEW OF 

TUBERCULOSIS was published in 1937. It covered the first 

thirty-four volumes of the journal, beginning with Volume 1, 
March 1917, and ending with Volume 34, December 1936. 


The present cumulative index covers twenty-four volumes, 35 to 
58, inclusive, from January 1937 through December 1948. It is based 
directly upon the volume indices, with certain minor modifications. 
One of these modifications is the adoption of simplified spelling, 
e.g., e for ae (as in hemoglobin) , e for oe (as in edema), and f for ph 
(as in sulfa and sulfa compounds). Every effort has been made to 
check entries and simplify their presentation. 


The National Tuberculosis Association and its medical section, 
The American Trudeau Society, hope that this index will prove 
helpful to those who have occasion to look up articles published in 
the Review in the past on tuberculosis and related conditions. It 
should be particularly useful to those who are engaged in tuberculosis 
research work.
